A MUM who shed tears when she 
learned a nursery was facing the 
axe has came to its rescue by 
becoming its boss. 

Big-hearted Jackie Buxted, 43, like dozens of 
parents in Faversham, was left in shock when 
she was told the Abbey Day Nursery could 
close because of money problems. 

The nursery’s owners at Abbey Secondary 
School wrote to mums and dads warning that 
a future debt of £90,000 would mean it would 
have to close. 

After inviting bids to take over the school, 
one-time van driver Mrs Buxted threw 
her cards on the table and came up with a 
business plan to revamp the nursery where 
she has worked for nine years in the past. 

She said: “I started off here as a nursery 
nurse, but I have had to step in twice when 
other people left or went off sick. 

“In May, like so many other people, I got a 
letter telling us about the threat of closure. 

“To be honest I cried. The nursery is such a 
valuable asset for Faversham and I have so 
many lovely memories of the place. I didn’t 
have long to get a business plan together, but I 
did and I’m hopeful of making it a real success.” 

The mum-of-two revealed how she plans to 
change the nursery’s name to Twinkle Toes, 
introduce a new colourful logo and extend 
opening hours to help working parents who 
commute to London. 

Twenty-nine youngsters aged up to five

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Council's Bike- 
to-Work day a 
wheel letdown

A BIKE-to-Work Day 
aimed at hundreds of coun¬ 
cil workers has proved a big 
letdown - after only 12 peo¬ 
ple took part. 

More than 300 Swale council staff 
were urged to leave their cars at 
home and pedal their way to work on 
Wednesday, June 17. 

But despite a promise of free bacon 
butties and tea for bikers who turned 
up at Swale House - only a dozen 
bothered. 

A council spokesman denied the 
turnout was poor and said many staff 
took public transport to work on 
Bike-to-Work Day because they lived 
too far from the offices in 
Sittingboume. 

He added: “One planning officer 
cycled from her home in Northfleet to 
Swale House, taking two hours and 
20 minutes. 

“You could say that the amount was 
disappointing, but we didn’t count 
those who took public transport. 

“Swale council is committed to tak¬ 
ing steps to make workers aware of 
environmental issues. We have a car¬ 
bon management plan to encourage 
staff to be aware of their carbon con¬ 
sumption. 

“Bike-to-Work Day was all part of a 
bigger project to try and change peo¬ 
ple’s habits. Some people supported 
the day, but it wasn’t recorded.” 

Bike expert Adrian Oliver, aka Dr 
Bike, said the one-off event, part of 
national Bike Week 2009, showed 
that a lot of council workers lacked 
the confidence to tackle their early 
morning commute using leg-work. 

He said: “I held my bike clinic for 
people and wrote prescriptions giving 
advice about bike care. 

“One worker needed new tyres and 
I put that on the prescription, anoth-

er needed a bit of oil and to be taken 
in at night. 

Jill Read, Swale council’s projects 
officer and spokeswoman for Bike 
Week, said: “Everybody who took 
part in Swale’s Bike to Work Day 
really enjoyed themselves. 

“Dr Bike was on hand to pump up 
everyone’s tyres ready for the ride 
home and offer advice on repairs and 
road safety. 

“Cycling is a great way to help the 
environment, save money on fuel and 
get fit for free.” 
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Brewery bike riders

PEDAL power has helped a team of 
breathless brewery workers raise 
£1,000 for charity. 

Ten staff from Shepherd Neame in 
Faversham took part in a 54-mile 
London to Brighton bike ride on June 
21. The annual event took them 
through Surrey and Sussex and fin¬ 
ished on Brighton seafront. 

More than 27,000 cyclists from 
throughout the UK were raising cash 
for the British Heart Foundation. 
Many did the ride in under five hours. 

Shepherd Neame’s Lyn Fielder 
said: “It was hard work, especially in 
the midsummer sun, but we all even¬ 
tually made it across the finish line.”

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Irish take Hilary to their 
hearts at half-way point

DETERMINED Hilary Lister’s 
quest to become the first disabled 
woman to sail solo around Britain 
approached its half-way point this 
week. 

The 37-year-old Selling resident was greeted 
by a pipe band in Arklow, County Wicklow, when 
she reached the coast of Ireland two weeks ago 
and team members say she is in fine spirits. 

She has since spent ten days sailing up the 
east coast of Ireland before arriving in the fish¬ 
ing town of Ardglass in County Down, 
Northern Ireland, from Carlingford on Friday, 
after a “very wet sail”. 

After taking a rest day, Hilary has been wait¬ 
ing in Ardglass since Sunday for the right con¬ 
ditions to cross the Irish Sea to Scotland and 
resume her epic voyage, which began in Dover 
in May. 

After passing through the Caledonian Canal 
in Scotland she will sail down the east coast of 
England back to Kent. 

Hilary said: “Everyone in Arklow looked after 
us incredibly well. I was put up in the Bay 
Hotel, which had a bath I could use and I spent 
more time in it than in the bed. The rest of the 
team had an apartment upstairs. 

“Both were organised by the sailing club 
through a lady called Peir. I was proud to be 
made a member of Arklow Sailing Club, some¬ 
where I will be very happy to revisit.” 

She also revealed how local groups in the 
Republic of Ireland had raised more than 2,000 


euros for her Dream Trust charity. 

It hasn’t been plain sailing for Hilary, who 
has battled infection and sometimes insur¬ 
mountable weather conditions. 

The quadriplegic mariner controls her boat 
using a complex system of sipping and puffing 
into straws which operates a mechanism to 
steer the craft. 

Shore team manager Paul Tahoni said: “She 
had a bit of pneumonia but took antibiotics and 


it went. Ireland has been incredibly kind to us. 
The money raised has been unbelievable. We 
will never forget our time here. 

“From Ardglass she’ll make her way to Port 
Patrick in Scotland and carry on. She’ll be finish¬ 
ing her journey, with luck, by the end of August.” 

Hilary has already become the first quadri¬ 
plegic sailor to sail solo across the English 
Channel in 2005 and the first quadriplegic 
woman to sail around the Isle of Wight in 2007.

Whitstable's one way 
system to be extended

Are unseen Beatles 
photos the real deal?

NEVER before seen Beatles photos 
and memorabilia could soon be on 
sale in a shop in Tankerton. 

The items are from a suitcase Frazer 
Claughton, a Tankerton man, bought on a visit 
to Australia in 2004. 

He claims to have bought it unopened for 
AU$50 and discovered it was full of unseen 
shots of the Beatles first American tour in 
1965, unheard recordings and other memora¬ 
bilia. 

Jonty Read, Mr Claughton’s lifelong friend, 
said Mr Claughton phoned him from Australia 
and told him about the suitcase’s contents. 

Mr Read told him to shut the suitcase, not to 
tell anyone about it, and get it back to England 
as soon as possible. 

The suitcase was purported to have 
belonged to Mai Evans, a road manager, assis¬ 
tant and friend of the band who was shot by 
Los Angeles police in 1976. 

Yet experts have cast doubt over the veraci¬ 
ty of claims regarding the suitcase’s prove¬ 
nance, and the rarity of its contents. 

Shortly after its discovery the contents of the 
suitcase were discredited as fakes from the 
1990s. 

But Mr Read says he put about a rumour the 
contents were fake because he was being sued 
by Mr Evans’ widow, and that Yoko Ono and 
Sir Paul McCartney tried to stop the contents

being published. 

But now he says the contents are real, origi¬ 
nal and unpublished. 

Some of the contents of the suitcase will be 
on sale in a shop in Tankerton from the open¬ 
ing on July 12 to coincide with the Whitstable 


Oyster Festival. 

They will be among other memorabilia on 
sale at the shop, which include a Manchester 
United football shirt signed by the squad, a 
cap worn by Madonna on stage, a shirt worn 
by Elvis on stage, and a signed David 
Beckham photograph. 

There will be a range of other royal, sports 
and celebrity collectables from £50 to several 
thousand. 

According to Mr Read, EastEnders and The 
Bill star Christopher Ellison will be at the 
launch. 

The shop, which is on Tankerton Road, will 
also house an art gallery selling original art 
works by local artists John Jenkins, Ron 
Chadwick, Jane Scott and Lucy Read. 

The top floor will be dedicated to a beauty 
salon offering everything from Swedish mas¬ 
sage to tanning services. 

Mr Read, who decided to start the shop, said: 
“I retired three or four months ago and got 
bored. 

“I have always been interested in art 
because my daughter studied fine art in 
Brighton, and the shop came up. Local people 
have helped out a lot.” 

“The shop is for local artists to sell their 
wares in a high profile store so they don’t have 
to go to London. 

“The memorabilia is something I’ve always 
been interested in. I’m a manic collector of all 
sorts. 

“It doesn’t have to make money, but if it does 
it’ll be lovely.”

Q 


Can you tell us a little about yourself? 


A I am managing editor with a Kent-based 
company called Holiday Extras. We sell 
airport car parking, airport hotels and other 
travel extras, such as insurance. I look after 
the content on the company’s websites and 
handle the press and public relations. The 
company employs around 350 people in the 
county and serves over three million cus¬ 
tomers a year. Previously, I worked in local 
newspapers in Kent and south London. 


Q 


What do you hope to achieve as a councillor? 


A I want to try to get the decision-makers to 
do the common-sense thing. There is 
always more than one way to solve a problem. 
Very often public bodies appear to come up 
with the most complicated reasons as to why 
something has to be the way it is. The public 
don’t get that and what we don’t understand, 
we tend to resent. If I can do anything, it’ll be 
to opt for the simple way forward. 

Q What would you like to say about Roger Truelove, who 
preceded you in your KCC seat? 

A I’d like to pay tribute to both outgoing 
county councillors for Swale Central, Roger 
Truelove and Brenda Simpson. They worked 
hard for the area over a number of years, and 
ensured that the needs of the residents were 
well aired at County Hall. 


Q What responsibilities will you have as a county 
councillor? 

A As the member for the Swale Central divi¬ 
sion, I’m here to look after the interests of 
my constituents and ensure their voices are 
heard. I’m ultimately responsible for setting 
policies and priorities for all KCC services - 
including roads, transport and waste manage¬ 
ment, social services and education. 

What are the best and worst things about Swale? 

A The best thing about Swale is the people. 

You have to go a long way to find so many 
willing volunteers and charity fundraisers. I’m 
amazed by the number of people - young and 
old - who get involved with their local commu¬ 
nities, from garden committees to parish 
councils, clubs and associations.

Q Do you think the MPs' expenses scandal has affected 
how people see politics? 

A Yes. People living through the worse reces¬ 
sion in decades, commuting hours every 
day and struggling to pay bills, cannot under¬ 
stand why MPs think it’s OK to make money 
from second homes, or charge snacks and 
moat-cleaning to the taxpayer. Worst of all, 
when they see MPs defending the system and 
hiding behind arcane rules, they feel power¬ 
less to do anything about it. The only way to 
clear the air is to call a general election now. 

Q What do you think of the current debate over Europe 
and the EU? 

A I don’t think there is much of a debate. The 
expenses scandal drowned out any real 
consideration of European issues in the recent 
elections.

Festival organisers' £lm 
ticket spiashout 


NEARLY half of all tickets for 
Kent’s biggest music festival of the 
summer have been given away 
FREE with a flimsy celeb-backed 
raincoat worth just £10. 

Organisers behind the star-studded Hop 
Farm event in Paddock Wood next weekend 
stunned music fans earlier this week when 
the unbelievable offer of a pair of complimen¬ 
tary weekend passes, worth £250, was tacked 
onto sales of blue and grey designer 
‘Splashmacs’ on a budget fashion website. 

But they have denied claims the event was 
selling poorly - despite some fans who already 
snapped up tickets reacting furiously to news 
of the offer. 

The 20,000-capacity event takes place next 
weekend with a big-hitting line-up including 
the likes of Paul Weller, The Fratellis, Editors 
and Echo and the Bunnymen.. 

A remarkable 6,000 weekend tickets - which 
normally sell for £125 each - have been promised 
to buyers who paid for a colourful bad weather 
cover worth less than a tenth of the ticket’s value. 

The MandMDirect site was flooded with so 
many customers on Tuesday trying to get 
their hands on the Splashmac, it sold out and 
switched the ticket offer to a luminous towel, 
worth £9.77. 

A few hours later and 1,000 had gone, mean¬ 
ing another 2,000 people could snap-up Hop 
Farm passes. That’s a total of 8,000 tickets 
given away as part of the promotion - or 
£lmillion’s worth of potential sales. 

The website reported that the closing date to 
claim tickets was June 29. All those taking 
advantage of the offer had to do was pay £16 
for a camping permit. 

Hop Farm Festival chiefs who pride them¬ 
selves on their “no sponsors, no branding” 
approach have denied the extraordinary 
offer was merely a stunt to get rid of unwant¬ 
ed tickets.

They claim the giveaway was a stroke of 
generosity by festival boss and famous pro¬ 
moter Vince Power and a drive to raise money 
for a good cause - but didn’t prove the Hop 
Farm Festival was a flop which hard-up pun¬ 
ters didn’t want to attend. 

All funds raised from the sale of three thou¬ 
sand £9.99 Splashmacs and 1,000 towels will 
go to the Teenage Cancer Trust charity. 

Festival spokesman Ian Roberts said: “Vince 
Power is just an incredibly generous man. He 
has decided to give away tickets with every 
purchase of a Splashmac. 

Sold out 

“I don’t think anyone will have a problem 
giving money to a reputable and worthy cause. 
Certainly we live in difficult times and music 
festivals are in a difficult position. 

“But we are sure the Hop Farm Festival is 
an incredibly strong event with a fantastic 
line-up that people in Kent will really enjoy. A 
great weekend of top bands and entertain¬ 
ment is in store.” 

A customer service worked for the 
MandMDirect website admitted: “We’ve been 
inundated with calls about the Splashmac, it’s 
an unbelievable offer. Some people have 
bought two or three of them, meaning they 
could have six tickets for the Hop Farm.” 

Some fans who have paid for tickets are furi¬ 
ous. Emily Dorman, 23, from Maidstone, said she 
had struggled to raise the cash to buy a pair of 
tickets and couldn’t believe the Splashmac offer. 

She added: “I scrimped and saved to get 
these tickets and then I hear they’re being 
dished out with a raincoat. It’s not fair, to be 
honest. I just hope the festival is as good as 
they say it’s going to be.”

MandMDirect spokesman Ed Green told 
Kent on Saturday: “The Splashmacs have 
been designed and modelled by very famous 
people. We teamed up with the Hop Farm 
Festival to give people a brilliant chance to see 
some fantastic bands and raise money for 
charity at the same time. 

“The Splashmacs sold out very very quickly, 
the pick-up has been phenomenal. There were 
only 3,000 of them. But we have ordered more 
to be delivered. We temporarily switched the 
project to the towels and all 1,000 sold out.” 

Vince Power has stated he intends the Hop 
Farm Festival to be a long-term project and 
one which would put Kent “on the map”.

Privacy watchdog 
gives thumbs up to 
sports day photos 

PARENTS who take photographs of their 
children at sports days and school plays are 
acting completely within the law - a priva¬ 
cy watchdog has ruled. 

Local authorities, including Kent County 
Council, have been told that mums and 
dads are allowed to take shots for the fam¬ 
ily album - and that it’s no breach of the 
Data Protection Act. 

Relatives wanting to take pictures at 
public events have often been told that they 
are breaking the rules. 

But the Office of the Information 
Commissioner last week said this interpre¬ 
tation was simply wrong. 

It ruled that any snap taken for the family 
photograph album would normally be 
acceptable. This guidance can be used to 
challenge any bans enforced by councils as 
many schools stage their annual sports days. 

Guidance has been sent to education 
authorities across the country. It reads: 
“Fear of breaching the provisions of the Act 
should not be wrongly used to stop people 
taking photographs or videos which pro¬ 
vide many with much pleasure. 

‘Where the act does apply, a common 
sense approach suggests that if the photog¬ 
rapher asks for permission to take a photo¬ 
graph, this will usually be enough to 
ensure compliance.”

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Egg-stremely good fun Pjpr 
on the free-range farm sssr 


RACHEL MCATHY finds out more about the happy lives of egg-laying chickens 



CAMPAIGNS for free-range egg pro¬ 
duction have swept across the nation, 
endorsed by celebrity chefs and sup¬ 
ported by some of the country's 
biggest stores. 

Now rearing your own chickens, for the 
freshest eggs around, has become one of the 
country's fastest growing hobbies, which is 
good news for one farmer. 

Doug Wanstall runs Bank Farm in Aldington, 
near Ashford, and it is from here that he pio¬ 
neered a local food distribution hub that now 
supplies Kent produce across the county and in 
London. 

But much of his success is down to the work 
of an army of 30,000 free-range chickens. 

With access to 100 acres of land, they live a 
carefree life - popping out around 178,500 
eggs a week. 

But it is the nation's love of our feathered 
friends that has boosted business the most. 

"People seem to be more emotionally 
attached to their chickens than anything else, 
which is nice for us," he said. "It is guite 
bizarre." 

Collecting the eggs follows an almost mili¬ 
tary procedure. The eggs are laid into nesting 
boxes and then roll down onto a conveyor belt 
before being examined, graded and boxed 


ready for sale. But the trickiest job is getting 
every bird back to the roost at night. 

"They get let out at 7am and we take it in 
turns to bring them in again at dusk," he said. 
"It's my turn at the moment to round them up, 
and it's not easy. It's often 10pm before the lit¬ 
tle darlings are ready to go to bed." 

Programmes by celebrity chefs such as Hugh 
Fearnley-Whittingstall, who spearheaded a 
free-range chicken campaign, helped boost 
interest in Mr Wanstall's business. It also led to 
the BBC using Mr Wanstall for its egg needs. 

Chickens that are free to roam get a much 
more varied and nutritious diet, whereas yolks 
from caged hens are often injected with artifi¬ 
cial colours to give them the glow only grass 
can naturally give. 

Despite more and more people rearing their 
own 'backyard' chickens, Mr Wanstall said busi¬ 
ness is good. 

In fact, to keep up with demand, he has 
started supplying people with the chickens and 
the know-how to 'lay their own'. 

"As long as they have a suitable amount of 
land, anyone can have chickens," he said. "There 
is nothing like getting eggs fresh every morn¬ 
ing, you can't beat it. 

"Although you have to be prepared for the 
chickens' fairly destructive nature when it 
comes to grass." 


Even the reject eggs do not go unused and 
are donated to Port Lympne Wild Animal Park, 
in return for hefty amounts of elephant dung 
for use as fertilizer. 

Mr Wanstall's great-grandfather bought the 
farm, which has passed down through the gen¬ 
erations, in 1918. 

His father still works on the farm, as well as 
his uncle - it is truly a family business. 

Since he took over, Mr Wanstall's dreams of 
getting local produce more readily available 
have become a reality. He now supplies 


hospitals, schools, hotels, food stores and 
restaurants in Kent and London. He also buys 
products from local farmers and sells them on 
to a range of customers interested in local food. 

Despite economic struggles earlier in the 
year, which ended his supplies to Asda stores in 
Kent, he still provides the supermarket with 
20,000 eggs a month.

Speed workshop was slow 
to put the message across 


ITS not that often that I get the 
chance to spend a morning in a 
room with 18 other convicted crim¬ 
inals, but as a result of an incident 
with a London speed camera a few 
months back I found myself in 
Ealing attending a speed aware¬ 
ness workshop.

1’ve always been pretty smug about having a 
clean licence; it has been one of the few things 
in life I could point to as a sign of my obvious 
merits as a fine upstanding citizen, so I 
plumped for the trip to Ealing. 

The first session was spent looking at a com¬ 
puter screen showing driving scenarios in 
which various hazards present themselves. 

The film was shot from the driver’s point of 
view. Whoever had taken out the motor that 
day was very lucky to have made it to work 
without killing the various cyclists, toddlers on 
scooters, mums, guide dogs and grannies all 
leaping off the kerb in front of them. 

After being assessed by the computer it con¬ 
cluded that I was average at pretty well every¬ 
thing when it came to driving. Although it did 
tell me I needed to lower my cruising speed. 

In the second session Ray discussed with the 
group how we should all be more aware of 
speed and the consequences of being fraction¬ 
ally over the limit in the event of an accident. 

I had been warned beforehand that I was 


likely to see graphic images of bodies tom 
apart in motoring accidents. Instead we all 
took part in a group discussion on why we 
sometimes go too fast. And this was my prob¬ 
lem. Let’s be honest, we were all there because 
we wanted to maintain our clean licence, not 
some desperate desire to leam about speed. 

The least the organisers of these things 
could have done is shaken us out of our com¬ 
placency. We deserve to be shocked and have a 
sleepless night because we have been con¬ 
fronted by the damage a car can do to a flimsy 
human body. I may have avoided getting the 
points, but avoiding the guilt if I ever killed 
someone because of my driving is a much 
harder dodge to pull off. 

The only people who are really benefitting 
from this exercise are the company contracted 
to carry out these workshops.

Reporter Jenny 
Armstrong spoke to 
Simon Ellis and 
Professor Janet Tod 
about their new 
book on the right 
behaviour for learning 

What is your book about? 

Typically books for teachers are either about learning and 
subject knowledge or about behaviour management. In 
this book we deliberately link teaching and behaviour man¬ 
agement through our behaviour for learning approach. Our 
approach acknowledges there are social, emotional and 
cognitive aspects of learning and behaviour. This allows 
the teacher to better understand why the troublesome 
behaviour is occurring. This increased understanding will 
support teachers in choosing strategies more likely to 
work and being aware of the reasons why some well 
established strategies do not work for all children. 

What is the best behaviour for learning? 

It isn't a case of there being a best behaviour for learning, 
rather of developing the most appropriate behaviour that 
improves the learning of the individual child. For some chil¬ 
dren we may want to promote a range of learning behav¬ 
iours that develop their ability to focus and sustain attention 
within the group setting of the classroom. For some second¬ 
ary aged children we may want to address their seeming 
lack of interest and disruptive behaviour within a group. 

How do you get people to behave? 

There is evidence that many positive behaviour manage¬ 
ment strategies used by schools are successful and we 
cover many of these within the book. As teachers know 
some individuals do not respond to these strategies. For 
these individuals our book seeks to give teachers an under¬ 
standing of how best to work with and positively influence 
the relationships that underpin learning in group settings.

world to sing 


The New Seekers will be visiting Kent on their 
40th-anniversary tour. Neill Barston talks to 
Paul Layton, the band's longest-serving member 


NEW SEEKERS 

Saturday, July 11 
Leas Cliff Hall, Folkestone 

THERE are few if any 
musicians who can claim 
their musical career gained 
a helping hand from the 
late, great Doors frontman 
Jim Morrison. 

But so it was for former child actor 
Paul Layton, whose encounter with 
the iconic American singer left quite 
an impression on him during his 
early 20s. 

“Jim interviewed me as the ‘new 
boy’ on his group’s record label, 
Elektra. He was over in England 
doing some gigs at the Roundhouse 
in London which were great. 

“I was a big fan of The Doors and he 
was a magnetic character, interview¬ 
ing me with a crate of beer by his 
side!” said Paul, whose brief stint as 
a solo artist was not destined to 
meaningfully trouble the charts. 

He could easily have returned to 
acting, having starred in a range of 
stage and screen projects including 
Judy Garland’s final movie, I Could 
Go On Singing, and Dixon of Dock 
Green (co-incidentally marrying the 
great-niece of its star Jack Warner). 

Yet his Jewish family was behind 
his chosen career path and Paul 
joined a revised line-up of the New 
Seekers, courtesy of Bee Gees pro¬ 
ducer Ossie Byrne, who had worked 
on one of his solo releases. 

“When I applied to join the group I 
couldn’t actually play bass, but like 
any actor I said that I could, so it was 
a case of me just asking people I 
knew to help me learn the tracks. 

“They hadn’t yet had any commer¬ 
cial success. I joined at the same time 
as Lyn Paul and we had some great 
times touring,” revealed the 
Hertfordshire-based musician. 

The group, who are on their 40th- 
anniversary tour, enjoyed a golden 
period in the early 70s, scoring 
several top-10 hits including Beg 




Steal and Borrow, with which they 
represented Britain at the Eurovision 
Song Contest, and their most famous 
song, I’d Like to Teach The World To 
Sing, revised from the ‘I’d like to Buy 
the World a Coke’ TV advert. 

It proved a huge No 1 hit and 
remains in the top-100-selling sin¬ 
gles in the UK. Its influence has lin¬ 
gered, with rockers Oasis borrowing 
its simple yet jaunty melody for their 
album track Shakermaker. 

They were reportedly forced to pay 
its writers $500,000, to which Noel 
Gallagher commented that “the band 
just drinks Pepsi now”. 

These days, 62-year-old Paul has 
far more time to spend with his fam¬ 
ily, including his singer-songwriter 
daughter Lucy. 

His other great passion is getting 
out on the golf course, which touring 
occasionally allows. But as the 
longest-serving member of the band, 
it’s never far from his thoughts. 


There been many changes in per¬ 
sonnel down the years (including a 
split in the mid-70s), but they have 
survived far longer than many acts 
could ever hope for. 

“Though our early days were great, 
there was a lot of pressure, so now we 
are just really enjoying ourselves for 
the 40th-anniversary tour. 

“There are no problems of egos 
within the band and we’re putting 
out a greatest-hits album on which 
we’ve recorded some new tracks 
along with some of the old material, 
which is something we’ve not done in 
a long time. 

“The audiences have been very 
good to us and we enjoy meeting 
them all with signings at the end of 
the show, which we’ll be doing down 
in Folkestone.”

Shia's transformed into

SHIA LaBeouf has gone from job¬ 
bing child actor to international 
superstar almost as quickly as a 
car can morph into a robot.

IT’S hardly a new format, but I have 
to hand it to Alan Carr - his new 
Channel 4 chat show is a winner. 

It’s perfect end of weekend stuff, 
before you doze off to sleep with the 
Monday morning blues looming. 

Three shows in and all have been 
rather good so far. 

Interviews with Bruce Forsyth, 
Samuel L Jackson, Heather Graham 
and girl-kisser Katy Perry have all 
been a hoot and only the Ivana Trump 
chat has stalled, though that wasn’t 
the host’s fault. 

Her broken English didn’t quite 
gel with the wonky-toothed comic’s 
camp down-to-earth humour and 
made for uncomfortable viewing 
as she attempted to smile her way 
through the show before collecting her 
appearance fee. 

Carr has that self-depreciating per¬ 
sona that never really loses its appeal. 

Nor is he afraid to risk offending 
the guests he sits opposite, which is 
also a good thing and makes for a 
more exciting crop of interviews. 

For my money he is much funnier 
then Jonathan Ross, even if he is back 
on form post Manuelgate. 

Whereas Ross can come over as 
somewhat self-obsessed, perhaps not 
the best attribute for a talk show host, 
Carr seems genuinely interested in 
what his guests have to say and is a 
very funny bloke, which always helps.

UTAH can be easily overlooked 
among the huge range of holiday 
destinations on offer in a country 
as vast as the United States. 

Mention Salt Lake City to any Brit, and it 
will conjure up images of Mormons, weak beer 
and the 2002 Winter Olympics. 

In fact, Utah has much more to offer than 
that, especially for holidaymakers wanting to 
escape the daily grind and shake off the cob¬ 
webs in a spectacular outdoor playground. 

The western state is perhaps best known for 
skiing and winter sports, but remains a quite 
breathtaking rocky wilderness when there is 
no snow on the ground. 

Yet even in the absence of snow, the area is a 
beautiful place to visit. In early October we 
were treated to the blazing reds and yellows of 
the autumn leaves - a perfect backdrop for 
pony trekking in the foothills nearby.

Once you’ve finished soaking up the atmos¬ 
phere around Moab, a more relaxed river 
expedition awaits on the San Juan River, leav¬ 
ing from Bluff. 

The archaeological trip will see your guide 
explain the spectacular geology of the sur¬ 
rounding area, with stops to see ancient paint¬ 
ings and ruins on the way. 

However, both the boat trips come with a 
health warning: in the sun they would be 
fantastic (with all usual precautions in place), 


but in autumnal rain it gets cold, so bring 
waterproofs and warm clothes to avoid 
grumpy faces. 

The rafting in particular will get you com¬ 
pletely, utterly and absolutely soaked, even 
through the splash suits provided. 

Coming back to urban surroundings, Salt 
Lake City is a pleasant and nicely laid-out 
town, with chances for fine dining and a night 
out in a bar, as well as good shopping during 
the day. 

So when you plan your next holiday, give 
Utah a chance - you’ll come back fully 
refreshed and fired up with a new enthusiasm 
for the outdoors.

Now agents claim four 
buyers for each house 

THERE are four house-hunters for 
every property for sale, according to 
estate agents who have analysed recent 
property trends. 

Demand for property is rising faster 
than supply, with the number of house- 
hunters registered with estate agents 
increasing from 265 in April to 299 in 
May. But the average branch has fallen 
to 69 properties for sale in May, from 76 
in April. 

Gary Smith, president of the National 
Association of Estate Agents said: 
“NAEA members are showing that there 
are buyers a-plenty out there. 

“More often than not these are also 
potential sellers who are at the begin¬ 
ning of the process - so there is bound to 
be a lag which creates a shortage of 
properties in the short term. 

“With mortgage interest rates at his¬ 
torically low levels and prices now far 
more realistic than in previous years, 
home ownership in the UK seems to be 
set to lead the way out of the recession.” 

Buyers are still able to negotiate a dis¬ 
count, however, with the average selling 
price 6.3 per cent below the actual ask¬ 
ing price. 

The survey also found the number of 
first time buyers increased to 43 per cent 
in May - a significant increase on last 
month’s 23 per cent. 

How energy suppliers 
overcharge the poor 

ENERGY firms may be in potential 
breach of EU rules by overcharging thou¬ 
sands of the county’s poorest households. 

That’s the warning from the National 
Housing Federation as energy regulator 
Ofgem has been accused of failing mil¬ 
lions of hard up families across Britain. 

Members of the Federation say it is “an 
absolute disgrace” that less well off peo¬ 
ple should be penalised by big business. 

The statement comes after it emerged 
several energy firms were allowed to 
overcharge prepay meter customers by 
£464m over a three-year period. 

While they are allowed to charge high¬ 
er prices to prepay customers to cover 
meter installation and maintenance 
costs, those charges need to be “cost 
reflective” otherwise suppliers risk being 
in breach of EU directives. 

Ofgem is to finish consulting on the 
new regulations it hopes will stop ener¬ 
gy firms from charging prepay cus¬ 
tomers more for their gas and electricity 
than the figure justified by the extra cost 
to the supplier of providing a meter.

AVERAGE prices of new homes on 
the market have fallen for the first 
time in five months, according to a 
leading property company. 

Despite several surveys suggesting house 
prices were set to rise during May, new sellers 
are still hesitant and the average asking price 
fell by 0.4 per cent over the last month to 
£226,436. 

Rightmove has identified trends in property 
prices which are reflected in the desirability of 
what is on offer. 

Miles Shipside, the company’s commercial 
director, said: “It’s a mistake to confuse the 
upturn in enquiries and sales with a return to 
a more normal market. 


NEW figures from the Bank of England have 
revealed around 15,800 mortgage applications 
were turned down in May. 

The report in lending found there were 
67,000 mortgage applications for home pur¬ 
chases in May, but 23.55 per cent were turned 
down. However, since the start of the year 
acceptance rates have risen from a low in 
January, when three out of ten applications 
were turned down. 

The number of applications from people

“As the best deals on property and mort¬ 
gages are only open to the equity-rich, the new 
stock that agents are looking to attract has to 
match what these purchasers want to buy and 
can afford.

The number of new sellers in the southern 
regions of the UK are down by 45.3 per cent on 
the same period in 2008, while the rest of 
England and Wales has seen only a 40.1 per 
cent fall. 

A combination of lenders’ risk bias towards 
southern deposit-rich buyers and less fresh 
saleable stock would therefore suggest a 
speedier price recovery in the South, 
Rightmove added. 

But although equity-rich buyers are snap¬ 
ping up properties, a large sector of the market 
is still being sidelined. 

Mr Shipside said: “Property deals appear 
within the grasp of cash-strapped first-time 
buyers, but every rise in fixed rates frustrat- 
ingly nudges them a bit further out of reach.”

standard variable rate mortgages at the end of 
fixed deals and falling house prices eating 
away at homeowners’ equity. 

This means they are unable to qualify for 
more competitive mortgage deals requiring 
lower loan-to-value levels. 

The report also notes a “significant tighten¬ 
ing in availability’ for credit cards along with 
weak personal loan lending as lenders see 
greater risks of defaults on loans.

Greener plant grows 
greener Prius hybrid 


TOYOTA launches an all-new, greener 
and more futuristic Prius on August 1 
produced by a ‘green’ factory. 

The petrol-electric hybrid is built in 
Japan at one of five Toyota global Eco- 
Factories designed to minimise environ¬ 
mental impact through energy saving, 
waste management and recycling. 

Just as the new Prius (from £18,370) 
can use solar energy to cool its cabin 
when parked, half of the Tsutsumi plant’s 
electricity comes from solar panels, while 
sunlight ducts boost interior lighting. 



...and BMW launches 
greenest ever 3-Series 


BMW has announced its most fuel-effi¬ 
cient and cleanest BMW 3-Series ever, 
attracting just £35/year road tax. 

The new BMW 316d ES Saloon - on sale 
in September from £23,330 - features a 
116bhp l,995cc four-cylinder diesel offer¬ 
ing 0-62mph of 10.9 seconds and an official 
62.8mpg on the combined cycle with C02 
emissions of just 118g/km, helped by a 
six-speed manual gearbox and the green 
technologies of BMW’s EfficientDynamics 
package including Stop-Start and energy 
recovery from braking. 



Hyundai ships come in 


AMBITIOUS Korean brand Hyundai 
will upset the motor industry establish¬ 
ment when June UK registration figures 
are announced. 

It has embraced the Government-spon¬ 
sored Scrappage scheme enthusiastical¬ 
ly, promoting the ilO city car in particular 
- it sells from £4,995 through Scrappage. 

Hyundai has sold 11,500 cars under 
the scheme and started a major opera¬ 
tion in which four car ships will unload 
5,100 cars in four weeks. 

The first has just landed 1,100 ilOs 
and this model is tipped to storm the UK 
top 10 seller list for June. 


HAVING done much to push diesel 
power, Volkswagen is now putting 
weight behind a return to petrol. 

And it is using twin forces behind the diesel 
boom - direct injection of fuel plus turbocharg¬ 
ing. The latter is nothing new, of course, but 
VW is now using it to boost small and relative¬ 
ly puny engines when needed, without harm¬ 
ing overall fuel consumption and emissions. 

It is also the perfect partner to VW’s new 
generation direct injection technology, which 
will surely revolutionise the petrol engine in 
the same way that common rail direct injec¬ 
tion transformed the diesel. 

‘DI’ boosts compression, efficiency and pulling 
power, again without damaging the green cre¬ 
dentials of the engine, while giving our VW Golf 
SE 1.4 TSI five-door (£16,520) test car all the 
sportiness most owners will ever desire. 

With 120bhp on tap, it seemed to skip along 
and bowl around comers. The diesel equiva¬ 
lents output feels just as quick in the straight 
ahead, but the heavier engine shows up on 
the bends and undoubtedly wears tyres and 
front end bits more significantly. 

This ‘eco’ petrol version can also average well

over 40mpg and requires just £125/year in 
road tax - not bad when it costs considerably 
less than equivalent diesels. 

The latest Golf carries over the excellent 
chassis from the previous model, which has 
allowed VW to apportion more interior budget 
this time, shown in high quality, improved 
seating, excellent yet lightweight sound insu¬ 
lation and superb ergonomics. The cabin also 
has far more space, without a significant 
increase in size. 

VW offers its new Adaptive Chassis Control 
(ACC) system too, allowing three modes for 
suspension, steering and throttle response. 

It is an impressive piece of tech and ‘Sport’ 
mode combines with the lively engine to 
deliver a cut-price GTI to the hands on the 
wheel - the downside is that ACC adds £705 
to the price of the car. 

On the other hand, you can afford this luxu¬ 
ry: versions of our pumped up petrol Golf cost 
a £1,000 less than diesel counterparts and are 
slightly faster and more nimble. 

With some buyers never fully convinced by 
the pro-diesel argument, the arrival of modem 
and greener petrol alternatives could re-ignite 
the whole petrol v diesel argument.

Revitalised Shakey into 
World senes top ten

SHANE Byrne moved into the top 
ten in the World Superbike 
Championship with an impressive 
display at his home round at 
Donington Park. 

After clinching his best performance of the 
season with a second and sixth place finish at 
Misano last time out, Byrne’s impressive turn 
of form continued. 

The 33-year-old went into the event confi¬ 
dent after numerous victories around the 
Derbyshire circuit to draw on for experience. 


Qualifying went well and Byrne produced 
his best session of the season to post the third 
fastest time and a vital place on the front row 
of the grid. 

However, a poor start in the first race cost 
him any chance of recording a podium finish. 
He was left to battle with Leon Haslam for the 
majority of the race and crossed the finish line 
in fifth. 

Accidents 

The battle with Haslam continued in the 
second race and gave the home crowd plenty 
to cheer. 

A number of accident’s early on helped 
Byrne move into fourth place. He then piled on 
the pressure and passed the works Ducati 
rider Michel Fabrizio for third place and set 
his sights on Haslam. 

While trying to pass Haslam, he ran wide 


and allowed Fabrizio through with three laps 
remaining and eventually finished fourth. 

He said: “In race one, I could’ve at least 
fought for the podium with Noriyuki Haga. 
Instead I encountered brake issues after three 
laps and so I couldn't be as effective under 
braking. 

“In the third split, with two slow comers, I 
lost six to seven tenths. In race two, the prob¬ 
lem was fixed and despite a bad start I man¬ 
aged to get back in the fight for the podium in 
the tenth lap. 

“Unfortunately, this time it didn’t go as I was 
hoping, but I still proved that I have what it 
takes to fight for the top spots.” 

Byrne, who moved into tenth spot in the 
standings on 113 points, will be hoping his 
stark rise in form will continue at the next 
round of the championship at Czech Republic’s 
Bmo circuit on July 26.

Injury to force 
Bourne hitman 
out for season 

SITTINGBOURNE manager Gary Abbott 
has suffered a big blow with the news that 
Tom Bradbrook must undergo a cmciate 
knee ligament operation which will almost 
certainly rule him out for the whole of next 
season. 

The 22-year-old striker, who formed such 
a dangerous partnership up front for the 
Brickies last season with Richard Brady, 
missed the closing few games of the cam¬ 
paign after damaging his cmciate in a 
game against Walton Casuals. 

The initial prognosis wasn’t too bad, but 
when the problem failed to clear up, 
Bradbrook was advised to have a scan 
which revealed the full extent of the injury. 

Difficult 

Brickies secretary John Pitts said: ‘We 
are all gutted because Tom did so well for us 
last season, and it’s going to be difficult for 
Gary [Abbott] to fill his boots.” 

Bradbrook joined Sittingbourne last sum¬ 
mer from Dartford and he and Brady 
scored 33 goals between them as the 
Brickies just missed out on the Ryman One 
South play-offs, with Pitts adding: “Tom 
and Richard were both injured during the 
last five or six games of the season, and if 
they had both been fit I’m sure we would 
have made the play-offs.” 

Abbott’s determination to go one better 
next season will not be helped by the fact 
that, with Maidstone United no longer 
ground sharing at Bourne Park, he will be 
operating on a reduced playing budget. 

Abbott had been hoping that the club 
would gain some additional revenue 
through Norton Sports deciding to ground- 
share with the Brickies, but Norton chair¬ 
man Colin Page confirmed they would defi¬ 
nitely be continuing to play at Heme Bay’s 
Winch’s Field next season. 
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
